CALGARY, ALBERTA, MARCH 7th, 1945 

A Special Session of the Grand Lodge of Alberta, Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows, was convened, by authority of its Advisory 
Board, on Wednesday, March 7th, 1945, in the Odd Fellows’ Temple, 
517 Centre Street, Calgary, Alberta. 

The Session was formally opened at the hour of 7.30 p.m., the 
Grand Master, Brother Charles Fox, presiding. 

The Grand Marshal, having made examination, reported that all 
present were qualified to sit in the Grand Lodge.

January 29th, 1945. 

To the Officers and Members, 

Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F. 

Dear iSirs and Brothers: 

At the request of Sister Huntingford, I journeyed to Wainwright 
to visit Brother Huntingford, who at that time had been confined to 
the hospital for nearly two months. This was 36 hours before he passed 
away, and I could see that he was in a very low condition and would 
not be able to carry on his work. At his request I secured his files and 
notes, and promised him that I would endeavour to compile a report 
for perusal. It is a regrettable fact that Brother Huntingford was 
not permitted to finish his term as Grand Master, because I know that 
no one can give a report such as he would have presented to you. I 
secured from him some information regarding his work, but the effort 
required of him to secure this was really very tiring to him in his 
condition at that time. I know that you will forgive any shortcomings 
on my part, fully realizing the circumstances under which this report 
Is written. In writing this report, I am quoting from the notes and 
files of our late Grand Master. 

DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND MASTERS 
I have accepted all nominees from the Districts, and commissions 
were forwarded as promptly as the names of the Brothers selected 
were sent in to myself or the Grand Secretary. 

DISTRICT MEETINGS 

It was my privilege to attend a number of the Spring and Fall 
District meetings, and I found that the members are very enthusiastic 
in their duties towards Odd Fellowship. Some splendid discussions 
took place with regard to the rehabilitation of the members who are 
returning from overseas, all being imbued with the idea that we should 
make every effort to see that our members secure that which is just 
and right from those in authority. 

VISITATIONS 

March 13th—Norwood Lodge No. 41. I was accompanied by several 
Past Grand Masters, and had the privilege of witnessing the con¬ 
ferring of the Initiatory Degree. 

March 14th—Friendship Lodge No. 7. Second Degree conferred on 
one candidate. 

March 20th—I attended the social evening held jointly by Districts 
No. 28 and 29, and Rebekah District No. 2, to honour Sister Caro¬ 
line Neumann and P.G.M. Brother A. Young. 
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March 24th—Maple Leaf Rebekah Lodge No. 2. Annual Roll Call. 

April 3rd—Wainwright Lodge No. 45. My home Lodge. I received 
a royal welcome, and many congratulatory messages on my 
election as Grand Master. 

April 15th—Crossfield Lodge No. 42. At this meeting I installed 
Brother J. Chisholm as D.D.G.M. of District No. 13. I also had 
the pleasure of presenting Brother Charles Fox, our Deputy Grand 
Master, with a 25-year Veterans’ Jewel. 

April 6th—Hillhurst Lodge No. 46. Splendid interest is being shown 
by all the members of this Lodge. 

April 10th—Clive Lodge No. 117. I installed Brother Holton as 
D.D.G.M. and witnessed the conferring of the Initiatory Degree 
on three candidates. 

April 11th—Reclaimed the Charter of Mirror Lodge No. 131. 

April 12th—Naomi Rebekah Lodge No. 12. 

April 13th—Bassano Lodge No. 59. Small meeting but those present 
are striving to revive interest. 

April 14th—Alberta Lodge No. 1. Good meeting but only fair 
attendance. 

April 17th—Bellevue Lodge No. 118. At this meeting I installed 
Brother Spooner as D.D.G.M. for District No. 6. 

April 18th—Reclaimed the Charter of Cowley Lodge No. 20. 

April 19th—Coleman Lodge No. 36. Small attendance but enthus¬ 
iastic. In the afternoon I visited Brothers who cannot attend 
Lodge because of night work. 

April 20th—Mountain View Lodge No. 4, Macleod. I installed Brother 
C. Edlund as D.D.G.M. The Initiatory Degree was conferred on 
two candidates by a team from Foothills Lodge No. 13. 

April 21st—Unity Lodge No. 23, Granum. Fair attendance, and all 
present promised to try and revive interest in the Lodge. 

April 24th—St. George Lodge No. 39, Calgary. A large attendance 
and witnessed the conferring of the 3rd Degree. 

April 25th—Bow Valley Lodge No. 89, Cochrane. A very interesting 
and enthusiastic meeting. 

April 26th—Millet Lodge No. 145. Installed Brother J. C. Wagner 
as D.D.G.M. of District No. 25. 

April 27th—Edmonton Lodge No. 30. District No. 28 held a meeting 
at which I installed Brother J. McMaster as D.D.G.M. 

May 23rd—Ryley Lodge No. 75. Good meeting, 2nd Degree conferred. 

June 1st—Adeline Rebekah Lodge No. 54. I accompanied Sister 
Dawson, President of the Rebekah Assembly, on her official visit. 

June 1st—Minburn Lodge No. 74. A good attendance and a splendid 
meeting. This Lodge has eleven members in the armed services. 
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June 15th—Jewel Rebekah Lodge No. 25. Annual Roll Call. I 
accompanied Sister Dawson, Assembly President, on her official 
visit. 

June 16th—Edmonton Encampment No. 2. Small attendance but an 
interesting meeting. 

June 17th—'Canton No. 2, Calgary. P.M. Degree conferred on a class 
of nine candidates. 

June 19th—Plainview Lodge No. 106, Blackie. Good and interesting 
meeting. . 

June 20th—IHigh River Lodge No. 22. A very large meeting at which 
the 1st Degree was conferred on five candidates, my own grandson 
being one of the five. This Lodge has thirteen members in the 
armed forces overseas. 

June 21st—Langdon Lodge No. 40. Small but enthusiastic meeting. 

June 22nd—Cayley No. 103. Another large meeting at which the 
2nd Degree was conferred on seven candidates. 

June 23rd—Alberta Lodge No. 1. A very large attendance. A degree 
team from the Calgary Lodges, under the direction of Brother 
Chappelle, conferred the 3rd Degree on five candidates in a very 
creditable manner. Brother W. G. Campbell, P.G.M. of Saskatche¬ 
wan, was present and gave a very inspiring address. 

June 26th—Stettler Lodge No. 32. A red letter night. Over seventy- 
five Brothers present, and in addition to presenting four Veterans’ 
Jewels, it was my extreme pleasure to present on behalf of the 
Grand Sire, the Silver Meritorious Award to Brother A. J. 
Fleming. The Initiatory Degree was conferred in a very excellent 
manner. 

July 3rd—Wainwright Lodge No. 45. My home Lodge. 

Oct. 23rd—Ponoka Lodge No. 11. A very good meeting, conducted 
in a very business-like manner. A committee was appointed to 
review and report on the Rehabilitation Programme. 

Oct. 24th—Foothills Lodge No. 13, 'Claresholm. Large attendance 
at the meeting; 2nd Degree conferred on four candidates. 

Oct. 26th—Samaritan Lodge No. 91, Vulcan. A very good meeting 
at which I had the pleasure of presenting Brother R. Johnson, of 
Blackie, with the Grand Sire’s Meritorious Award. 

Oct. 27th—Lethbridge Lodge No. 2. A very large meeting at which 
the 1st Degree was conferred in excellent manner. 

Nov. 1st—Lamont Lodge No. 78. A splendid meeting at which the 
post-war planning was thoroughly discussed. 

Nov. 2nd—Rebekah District No. 5, meeting at Wainwright. 

Nov. 8th—Otonabee Lodge No. 134, Czar. Small attendance but 
interesting meeting. 
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Nov. 13th—Waskasoo Lodge No. 16, Red Deer. Small attendance. 
Business conducted with dispatch. Secret work given in splendid 
manner. 

Nov. 14th—Penhold. District meeting of District No. 19. All Lodges 
well represented. Competition in secret work was conducted and 
the trophy awarded to the Brothers representing Penhold Lodge. 
Numerous questions asked and answered. 

Nov. 15th—Crossfield No. 42. A wonderful meeting; 1st Degree 
conferred on two candidates by a team captained by Brother E. 
Stark. • 

Nov. 21st—Hardisty. Meeting of District No. 23. Heavy agenda of 
business and a long list of questions and answers. Secret work 
given in excellent manner. 

CHARTERS RECLAIMED 

April 11th—Mirror Lodge No. 131. There appeared no possibility of 
reviving this Lodge, and at the request of the four remaining 
members I reclaimed the Charter on this date. 

April 18th—Cowley Lodge No. 20. The ten members present refused 
to carry on, or pay any indebtedness to Grand Lodge, I was 
therefore compelled to reclaim this Charter. 

The Grand Secretary will no doubt report more fully on these 
matters. 

BONDS 

The Fidelity Bonds for the Grand Secretary and Grand Treasurer 
were properly executed, and copies were retained on my files. 

DISPENSATIONS GRANTED 

Aug. 5th—To High River (Lodge No. 22, to hold a special meeting on 
August 6th (Sunday) for the purpose of conferring degrees, no 
other date being suitable. 

Jan. 5th, 1945—To Norwood Lodge No. 41, to move Charter, Regalia, 
etc., to the hall of Namayo Lodge No. 47 for the purpose of joint 
installation. 

ALBERTA ODD FELLOWS TEMPLE LTD. 

I attended a meeting of this Company on April 22nd and was 
elected to the Board of Directors. I regret that it has not been pos¬ 
sible for me to attend any further meetings. 

ADVISORY BOARD 

There has been only one meeting of this Board, of which the Grand 
Secretary will make report. All other matters requiring the attention 
of the Board have been dealt with by correspondence. 

CORRESPONDENCE 

Correspondence has been very heavy, and all has been answered 
as promptly as possible and, I hope, to the satisfaction of all concerned. 
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FRATERNAL DELEGATES 

I was only able to appoint one Fraternal Delegate, that being 
Brother Arthur Young, P.G.M., to visit the Grand Lodge of Saskatch¬ 
ewan, and his report will appear elsewhere. 

STATE OF THE ORDER 

This will have to be taken from the report of the Grand Secretary, 
although from a perusal of the reports from D.D.G. Masters it would 
appear that a substantial gain in membership has been made. 

PREPARATION COMMITTEE 

I was pleased to appoint to this Committee Brothers E. W. 
Hodges, No. 46; J. Chisholm, No. 17, and A. McDonald, No. 1. 

ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 

It was not possible to secure individual names of those who had 
assisted Brother Huntingford during his term, but he asked me to 
say that he appreciated all the many kindnesses shown him during 
his term, and he wished to say thank you to all. He also asked me to 
express his regrets to Fort Lodge No. 14, with whom he had made 
arrangements to visit on December 4th, but was stricken with his 
final illness before that date. 

CONCLUSION 

It is not within my power to say with what Brother Huntingford 
would have concluded his term as your Grand Master, suffice for me 
to say that he was an ODD FELLOW, and HE DID HIS BEST.

Pleased to accompany the Grand 
Master on his official visit. Good attendance, with visitors present 
from the Lodges in Districts 18 and 20. First Degree conferred 
in splendid manner. The highlight of the meeting was the 
presentation of a Silver Meritorious Pin to Bro. Fleming. Four 
Veteran Jewels were presented. At the conclusion of the meeting 
the Rebekahs served a bounteous repast. My sincere “thanks” 
to Bro. and Sis. iHilker for their hospitality.

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Report of Grand Representatives 


To the Officers and Members, 

Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F. 

Dear Sirs and Brothers: 

The 119th communication of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, I.O.O.F., 
was held in the City of Toronto, Ontario, Canada, from Monday, Sep¬ 
tember 18th, to Friday, September 22nd, inclusive. 

In submitting this report we have in mind the shortage of man 
power and the necessity of saving paper as much as possible; we have 
therefore condensed this report to cover the most important acts and 
decisions adopted by the Sovereign Grand Lodge, insofar as it affects 
the Grand and Subordinate Lodges in this Jurisdiction. 

The genuine friendship existing between the two nations, Canada 
and the United States, was manifested in the cordial greetings and 
hospitality to the Representatives, delegates and visitors from the 
moment of arrival to that of departure. 

Pre-Convention Events 

On Saturday, September 16th, the Degree Team of Canton Oshawa 
No. 11, of Orillia, Ontario, conferred the Patriarch’s Militant Degree. 
On Sunday, September 17th, a special church service was held in the 
Metropolitan United 'Church, when the service was conducted by the 
Rev. Peter Bryce, and the congregation was addressed by Grand Sire 
J. Paul Kuhn. On Monday, September 18th, the large Concert Hall 
of the Royal York Hotel was filled to capacity to hear words of welcome 
on behalf of the Province of Ontario by the Hon. Dana H. Porter; on 
behalf of the City of Toronto by Mayor Dr. Fred J. Conboy, and on 
behalf of all branches of the Order in Ontario by Bro. J. E. Anderson, 
P.G.M., PJG.R. Grand Sire Kuhn replied in well chosen words to all 
these addresses of welcome. A pleasing part of this programme was 
the singing by Mr. Eric Treadwell, of Toronto. 

Sessions 

The Sovereign Grand Lodge convened on September 18th in the 
Banquet Hall of the Royal York Hotel, with Grand Sire Kuhn presid¬ 
ing, and all officers present. The officers’ reports were presented and 
the following extracts are taken from the report of the Grand Sire. 

State of the Order 

The report on the State of the Order is very difficult, and at its 
very best is transitory. The restrictions placed on all forms of travel, 
the millions of men in the armed forces, the shortage of manpower, 
and the numerous demands upon the time of those members who are 
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available and willing to contribute both time and effort to the advance¬ 
ment of the Order, presents a very discouraging picture. Nevertheless 
we must accept as our responsibility the obligation to so contribute 
to the community life in which our Lodges are located an honest effort 
to eliminate those things which assist to destroy the things of greatest 
value in life, and to establish in those communities the things which 
will guarantee the preservation of the richest heritages of our families, 
determined not upon a partisan basis, but upon a much higher plane, 
supported by what we ordinarily describe as inalienably God-given 
rights. If we do this, and by so doing, preserve for those men who are 
in the armed forces and not available for immediate membership, those 
rich heritages which are theirs, they will return to their respective com¬ 
munities to raise their families, possessed with a realization and a deep 
sense of gratitude and appreciation that the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows was, in their absence, engaged in serving them at home, while 
they were serving us in this global war, and as a result will desire to 
affiliate themselves with, and become members of our Order. 

Oollection of dues is very essential, but the collection of dues 
from a member who would prefer not to pay them is of little benefit 
to the Order, except in a monetary way. Bear in mind that the member 
who permits himself to be dropped for non-payment of dues is not a 
real loss to the Order, unless he has first become an asset, and he will 
not become an asset unless he believes his Order represents or sym¬ 
bolizes something important in his life, or in the life of others. 

Throughout the Jurisdiction of the Sovereign Grand Lodge there 
are many beautiful and attractive, well appointed and well located 
Lodge Halls in front of which appears the sign I.O.O.F., and from a 
study made from conversations with persons in the vicinity of the halls, 
I have learned' that a surprisingly large percentage of them do not 
associate the letters with the word Odd F'ellows. The work of Odd 
Fellows occupies a very favorable position in the minds of many 
people, and I believe the word Odd Fellows should be used much more 
extensively than it is. 

The Meritorious Service Award has been responsible for much 
added interest in the increase of the membership of our Order, and I 
am pleased to report that prior to August 20th, 1944, 510 1 such awards 
have been issued during my term of office. 

Although complete reports have not been received the member¬ 
ship has greatly exceeded the quota set by the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
in the purchose of more than $100,000,000.00 of War Bonds and Victory 
Bonds, and have greatly exceeded the supply of 100,000 pints of blood 
plasma to the Red Cross. 

Extracts From the Grand Secretary’s Report 

During the year ending December 31st, 1943, 29 Grand Jurisdic¬ 
tions reported an increase in membership. Total Subordinate Lodge 
membership as at December 31st, 1943, was 758,399, showing a loss 
over all of 5,178 for the year. 
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Total Receipts for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1944 .$178,351.70 

Total Expenditures for the fiscal year. 145,521.75 

Showing a Balance in Excess of Expenditures of . 32,829.95 


Appointments 

Your Representatives were appointed to committees as follows: 

Bro. J. H. Cousens—Committee on the Order Abroad. 

Bro. A. Young—(Committee on Grand Lodges not represented. 

Brother Young was also appointed on the committee to visit and 
pay greetings of the Sovereign Grand Lodge to the General Military 
Council of the Patriarchs Militant. 

New Legislation Adopted 

The only legislation adopted by the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
which had any bearing on Grand or Subordinate Lodges was contained 
in three bills. 

Bill 3. 

Repeal of Section 881, Code of General Laws, and Substitution 
of a New Section 881 in Lieu Thereof. 

Be it enacted by the Sovereign Grand Lodge, That Section 881 of 
the Code of General Laws be repealed, and a New Section 881 be sub¬ 
stituted in lieu thereof. 

The present Section 881 reads as follows: 

“Sec. 881. Shall Not Hold Two Offices: No member of a Subor¬ 
dinate or Rebekah Lodge shall be permitted to hold more than one 
elective or appointive office at the same time, but the provisions of this 
section shall not be construed to prohibit a member from holding the 
office of Trustee and any elective or appointive office in the lodge.” 

The New Section 881 to read as follows: 

Sec. 881. Shall Not Hold Two Offices—Trustees.—No member of 
a Subordinate Body in any branch of the Order shall be permitted to 
hold therein at the same time more than one elective or appointive 
office. A Trustee of a Subordinate Body is not designated as an officer 
by the General Law of the Order. Any elective or appointive officer 
is eligible to serve as a Trustee, unless the Grand Body having juris¬ 
diction has prohibited such dual service. 

Bill 12. 

A Bill to Repeal Section 335 of the Code of General Laws and Enact 
a New Section in Lieu Thereof. 

Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge: 

1. That Section 335 of the Code of General Laws entitled “Form 
of Service” be and the same is hereby repealed and a new Section 
enacted in lieu thereof to be known as Section 335, entitled, “Form of 
Service,” which said new Section shall read as follows: 
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The Funeral Service adopted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge at the 
Session of 1944 and no other, shall be used hereafter by Subordinate 
Lodges and Encampments: provided that until said funeral service is 
printed and distributed, either the Ceremony adopted in 1912 or 1923 
may be used. 

Bill 24. 

A Bill to Require Grand Masters and Grand Patriarchs to Send Copies 
of Programs of Service and Activity to the Office of the Grand 
Secretary of the Soveereign Grand Lodge. 

Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That the Code of 
General Laws be amended by enacting a new section, known as Section 
672-B, as follows: 

“Section 672-B. Each Grand Master and Grand Patriarch shall, 
and each Grand Representative may, during their respective terms of 
office, send to the office of the Grand Secretary of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge a copy of the plan or program of service and activity of his 
Grand Jurisdiction for the year, with any comment he may care to 
make on the reasons for and results of the same. It shall be the duty 
of said Grand Secretary to call the special attention of each Grand 
Master and Grand Patriarch, from year to year, to the provisions 
hereof.” 

All other legislation adopted pertained to Jewels for Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, Officers, Junior Lodges, and the formation of Alpha Rho 
Clubs. 


DECISIONS 

Decision No. 1. (Tennessee.) 

Question.—The Noble Grand of Chickasaw Lodge Number Eight 
will remain in office until January 1, 1944. He was elected Trustee 
last Monday night. Is his election as Trustee in violation of Subor¬ 
dinate Constitution? 

Answer.—The election of a Trustee, who is Noble Grand until next 
January 1, is not in violation of the law. ,See Section 881 of the 1932 
Code. 

Decision No. 2 (Illinois.) 

Question.—Under the present law are Association Presidents, 
Past and Present, entitled to receive the Honors of the Order ? 

Answer.—Under present law Association Presidents and Past Presi¬ 
dents of the Ladies’ Auxiliary Patriarchs Militant are not entitled to 
receive the Honors of the Order. Letter of explanation being sent you. 

Decision No. 3. (Wisconsin.) 

Question No. 1.—A Subordinate Lodge has nineteen members. 
They have voted to give up their hall on April 1, 1944, and to issue 
withdrawal cards to all of their members. Can this be done? 

Answer to Question No. 1.—No. 
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Question No. 2.-—If the answer to Question No. 1 is “No”, what 
is the proper procedure to follow where a Subordinate 'Lodge has voted 
to give up its hall and discontinue holding meetings. 

Answer to Question No. 2.—It is the opinion of the Grand Sire, 
that the best procedure to follow to accomplish the apparent desired 
result, would be for the Subordinate Lodge to surrender its charter 
and the Grand Lodge issue withdrawal cards to the members of such 
lodge, who shall apply therefor, and who are entitled to receive the 
same. 

Decision No. 4. (Wyoming.) 

Statement.—The Rebekah Lodge 'Constitution, which was adopted 
by the Rebekah Assembly of Wyoming, and approved by the Grand 
Lodge of Wyoming in 1937, reads as follows: 

“The term of office in Rebekah Lodges shall be for six or twelve 
months, the same to be optional with the respective lodges. The term 
of office where the officers are elected for one year shall start on the 
first meeting in January of each year, and where the term is for 
six months, shall start on the first meeting in January and July of 
each year, and the lodges, where the officers are elected annually shall 
provide by By-law, for a vacation of not to exceed two calendar 
months during the year.” 

Question.—Is it permissible for a Rebekah Lodge to change its 
By-laws to provide for six months’ terms for its officers and to further 
provide that meetings shall be held twice each month, which will result 
in the Noble Grand serving in but twelve meetings of her Rebekah 
Lodge ? 

Answer.—Yes. See Section 804 and Sub-sections 804B and 804'C. 
Under these sections, it is my decision that the constitutional provision 
of the Rebekah Assembly of Wyoming must be interpreted as per¬ 
mitting the same. 

Decision No. 5. (Louisiana.) 

(Statement.—When the granting of a Charter for an Encampment 
was taken up by the Grand Encampment, I read the names of those 
who were present at the time of the institution, and submitted them 
to the Grand Encampment, and the Charter was granted, and the Grand 
Patriarch and Grand Scribe were authorized to execute the same, 
which we did. 

At the first meeting of the Encampment, following the session of 
the Grand Encampment, the newly elected Grand Patriarch was present 
and they returned the Charter to him and submitted many additional 
names, with the request that they be placed on the Charter. 

Question No. 1.—What names should appear on the Charter? 

Answer to Question No. 1.—Only those present at the time the 
Encampment was instituted by a duly and legally appointed and 
authorized Instituting Officer, and who then assumed, before the In- 
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stituting Officer, the obligations required by the laws of the Order, 
should become charter members and have their names appear upon the 
Charter. 

Question No. 2.—Did the Grand Patriarch have the authority to 
hold the 'Charter open and order the names placed upon the Charter 
up to the next session of the Grand Encampment? 

Answer to Question No. 2.—No. 

Decision No. 6. (Nevada.) 

Question.—May a Constitution for Subordinate Rebekah Lodges 
permit a Lodge having a one-year term to meet only once each month 
where the Lodge takes no summer recess, thus holding twelve regular 
meetings each year? 

Answer.—Yes. 

Decision No. 7. (South Dakota.) 

Statement.—The Ritual provides that the Right Supporter of the 
Noble Grand shall occupy the Noble Grand’s Chair when temporarily 
vacated by the Noble Grand during Lodge hours. 

Question No. 1.—What is meant by “temporarily vacated” ? 

Answer to Question No. 1.—“Temporarily vacated” is properly inter¬ 
preted to mean a surrender of the Chair by the Noble Grand for the 
purpose of doing something not specifically prescribed as one of the 
duties of the Noble Grand. 

Question No. 2.—Does this mean while the Noble Grand is examin¬ 
ing the ballot in the center of the Lodge Room after voting? 

Answer to Question No. 2.—No, the Noble Grand should not vacate 
his Chair to examine the ballot in the center of the Lodge Room. 

Question No. 3.—Does it mean while the Noble Grand is giving the 
pass word to newly initiated candidates ? 

Answer to Question No. 3. No. The Noble Grand is merely ful¬ 
filling his prescribed duties as Noble Grand in communicating the pass 
word to the candidate and no other official act from the Chair of the 
Noble Grand should be performed during that period. 

Decision No. 8. (Oklahoma.) 

.Statement.—I am appealing to you for a decision as our Vice- 
President of Rebekah Assembly says there seems to be a question on 
the Canton and L.A.P.M. State Officers receiving the 'Honors of the 
Degree and wearing their uniforms in lieu of Regalia. If you will give 
me this information I would appreciate it very much. 

Answer.—The Legislation thus far adopted by The Sovereign 
Grand Lodge does not designate Presidents or Past Presidents of the 
Ladies’ Auxiliary Patriarchs Militant to be entitled to the Honors of 
the Order, and does not provide that the uniforms of the Ladies’ 
Auxiliary Patriarchs Militant may be worn in a Rebekah Lodge in lieu 
of Regalia. 
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Decision No. 9. (Ohio.) 

Statement.—The 'Constitution of the Grand Lodge of Ohio includes 
the sentence (after the second and each succeeding ballot for each 
office, the candidate receiving the lowest number of votes should be 
dropped.) 

Nominations for Grand Representatives: 

Three Candidates (A)—(B)— and (C) 

First Ballot .(A) 34 votes (B) 22 votes (C) 12 votes 

Total—68 votes. 

Second Ballot .(A) 42 votes (B) 22 votes (C) 6 votes 

Total—70 votes. 

Third Ballot .(A) (B) 34 votes (C) 35 votes 

Total—69 votes. 

Question.—Should the low man (!C) have been dropped after 
second ballot, and the two high men (A) and (B) declared the can¬ 
didates ? 

Answer.—Upon reading the entire section of the Constitution of 
Ohio referred to in this statement, it appears that it pertains only to 
nomination of candidates. 

For an intelligent construction and interpretation of the question, 
I have considered that part of the section referred to, which reads as 
follows: 

“If more than two candidates be nominated for any office the 
Representatives shall, immediately after the closing of nominations, 
ballot upon such nominations for the purpose of reducing the number 
of candidates for each office to two. A majority of all votes cast upon 
any ballot, shall be necessary to a choice. Each Representative, upon 
each ballot, shall vote for one candidate only. After the second and 
each succeeding ballot for each office, the candidate receiving the lowest 
number of votes shall be dropped and the balloting shall be proceeded 
with until two candidates shall each have received a majority of votes 
cast, or until not more than two candidates remain to be balloted for, 
if none shall sooner have received a majority vote. The remaining 
candidates so chosen for each office shall be declared nominees for the 
office for which they shall have been so nominated. If not more than two 
candidates be placed in nomination for any office they shall be declared 
the nominees for that office without a ballot.” 

My conclusion and decision is as follows: 

No, the procedure followed is correct. 

Decision No. 10. (California.) 

Statement.—Section 896 of the 1932 Code of General Laws of The 
Sovereign Grand Lodge authorizes Grand Bodies to permit their 
Subordinates to elect by acclamation, where there is but one candidate 
for the office to be filled. 
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Section 6 of Article VI of the Constitution of Subordinate Encamp¬ 
ments under the jurisdiction of the Grand Encampment of California, 
authorizes its Subordinates to elect by acclamation where there is but 
one candidate for an office. 

Question.—Under the above authority is the following procedure 
correct ? 

“When an election of officers is being conducted, and there be but 
one nominee for any one or more of the offices, those nominees may be 
elected by acclamation. 

“Any member may make a motion to the effect ‘That where there 
be but one nominee for an office, that he be elected by acclamation.’ 
The motion is disposed of in the usual manner, and if unanimously 
carried the Encampment will proceed to elect such officers by acclam¬ 
ation. If the motion is not unanimously carried the election must be 
had by the usual paper ballot. 

■“The Chief Patriarch, in announcing, will say: ‘The election for 
Treasurer (or any officer) is now in order, the Scribe will read the 
names of the nominees.’ If there be only one nominee, the Chief 
Patriarch will then say: ‘There being but one nominee for the office 
of Treasurer, he will be elected by acclamation. All those in favor of 
Patriarch John Doe (the nominee’s name) being elected as Treasurer 
of this Encampment, will say ‘Aye’; all those opposed will say ‘Najn’ 

“If the favorable vote is unanimous, the Chief Patriarch will say: 
‘I declare Patriarch John Doe elected as Treasurer of this Encampment 
for the ensuing term.’ If the vote is not unanimous the election for 
Treasurer must be had by ballot.” 

Answer.—In the absence of any showing that the Grand Encamp¬ 
ment of California has adopted the procedure outlined above, and 
there being but one candidate the vote to elect the candidate by ac¬ 
clamation may be taken by each member verbally acclaiming his vote. 
The motion to elect by acclamation need not be unanimously carried 
and the vote by acclamation need not be unanimously joined in by all 
who are entitled to vote. 

Decision No. 11. (Oklahoma.) 

Statement.—The 1943 Session of The Sovereign Grand Lodge adopted 
the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That for all the purposes of the Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows, the Maori of New Zealand, and the American Indian of the 
full-blood and of Indian and white blood shall be and is considered as of 
white blood.” 

Question No. 1.—Is the American Indian of the full-blood and of 
Indian and white blood eligible to membership in a Subordinate Lodge 
of our 'Order ? 

Answer to Question No. 1.—Yes. 

Question No. 2.—Is the American Indian of the full-blood and of 
Indian and white blood eligible to membership in a Rebekah Lodge of 
our Order ? 
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Answer to Question No. 2 . —Yes. 

Question No. 3.—Is the American Indian of the full-blood and 
of Indian and white blood eligible to membership in a Junior Lodge of 
our Order? 

Answer to Question No. 3.—Yes. 

Question No. 4.—Is the American Indian of the full-blood and of 
Indian and white blood eligible to membership in a Theta Rho Girls’ 
Club of our Order? 

Answer to Question No. 4.-—Yes. 

Decision No. 12. (Minnesota.) 

Question.—When the Honors of the Rebekah Degree are extended 
to persons entitled to receive the Honors and said Honors are extended 
at a Rebekah District Meeting, shall it be while the Noble Grand of 
the hostess lodge presides, or when the President of the District is 
presiding ? 

Answer.—The honors of the Order may be legally given only when 
a lodge is in session. If the District Association is held as a part of a 
session of a regularly constituted lodge, the honors of the Order may 
be given while any duly qualified person is presiding as Noble Grand 
of the lodge. 


Decision Rendered on Question Submitted to Judiciary Committee 
Without Action by Grand Sire 

(New York.) 

The Grand Lodge of New York are very much disturbed and 
worried about the interpretation of Section 319 of the 'Code of General 
Laws with reference to priority by a Subordinate Lodge in its payment 
of obligations and they have therefore requested the Grand Repre¬ 
sentatives from New York to request a decision upon the meaning of 
Section 319 as embodied in the following questions: 

Question (a).—Is the order of the purposes set forth in Section 
319 of the Code of General Laws for which the funds of a Subordinate 
Lodge may be devoted, to be construed so as to create a priority of 
payment as to each subject in accordance with the order in which they 
appear in such section. 

Question (b).—If the answer to the foregoing question is “No,” 
then what is the order of payment for such purposes? 

Question (c).—Does the expression “tax or other obligations to 
the Grand Body having jurisdiction over it,” embrace an assessment for 
the support and maintenance of a Corporate Home in which member¬ 
ship is confined to Subordinate Lodges of the Order, and which 
assessment is fixed under the by-laws of such Home and collected by it ? 

The question, as you will note, is very important, as a Grand 'Lodge 
might determine, that per capita tax and Home Assessments have a 
priority over rent, taxes, insurance, sick benefits, etc. Now, many 
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lodges pay everything else first, including social entertainment, and 
then if there is anything else left, they pay their per capita tax and 
Home Assessments. The Home Assessment is specific and collected 
for that purpose and yet, oftentimes it is used up for general lodge 
expense, and there are no funds remaining for the support of the 
Homes. 

Answer (a).—No. 

Answer (b).—(No order of payment has been prescribed by our 
laws, and the Judiciary 'Committee has no authority to prescribe or 
define any particular order. 

Answer (c).—No. 


Resolutions Adopted 

That when the present supply of Official Receipts is exhausted, 
the Committee on Printing Supplies be authorized to have Official 
Receipts for all branches of the Order issued and supplied in card form. 

The Committee on Revision of the Code of General Laws was 
granted an extension of time in order to complete its work. 

The Committee on Relations with the Manchester Unity was 
granted another year in which to complete its work and make a report. 


Entertainment 

While the convention was practically a business session, entertain¬ 
ment was provided in the banquet to honor the Grand Sire at which 
about one thousand persons were in attendance. The Grand Decoration 
of Chivalry was conferred in a very creditable manner, and this was 
followed by the Grand Military Ball. The Metropolitan Degree Staff 
of Windsor, Ontario, exemplified the First Degree in an usually 
efficient and colorful manner. The Staff, composed of 65 members, 
portrayed the minutest detail of this beautiful degree, and were 
warmly applauded and congratulated on the completion of their work.

Dear Sir and Brother: 

In accordance with your request I attended the Sessions of the 
Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan, held in the City of Regina on Wednes¬ 
day and Thursday, June 14th and 15th, 1944. I was introduced to the 
Grand Lodge by a Committee consisting of Brothers H. A. Green and 
H. E. Armstrong, Past Grand Masters, and given a very cordial wel¬ 
come by the Grand Master, Brother W. C. Campbell. 

A good attendance was noted, although not as large as usual, I 
believe the Saskatchewan elections, which were held at this time, had 
some effect on the attendance. All sessions were held in the ball room 
of the Saskatchewan Hotel, and a highlight was the presence of 
Brother J. A. Hagerman, Past Grand Sire, whose sound advice and 
general leadership is a great asset to the Jurisdiction. 

The Grand Secretary’s report showed a slight increase in member¬ 
ship, and that the Grand Lodge was in a better financial condition 
than a year ago. 

The usual amount of routine business was attended too, but no 
special business was transacted. A resolution was placed before the 
Grand Lodge which would have made it optional for Subordinate 
Lodges to commence yearly terms either on January 1st, or July 1st. 
The question did not receive very favorable consideration either from 
the committee on Legislation or the Grand Lodge, and was not ap¬ 
proved. 

The report of the Life membership committee showed an increase 
of 16 for the year in the Life Membership granted to members in the 
Jurisdiction. 

A resolution was adopted to refer to a committee the question of 
providing a Funeral Benefit of $100.00, upon the death of a member, 
this committee to report at the 1945 sessions. 

Before opening the adjourned sessions on Thursday a very im- 
impressive Memorial Service took place, also the dedication of the 
Rankin Memorial Flags. These flags were presented to the Grand 
Lodge to commemorate the memory of Brother L. Rankin, P.G.M. 
The Memorial Service which was conducted by Fellowship Rebekah 
Lodge No. 123, Regina, was one of the most impressive services I 
' have ever witnessed, and it will live long in my memory. The service 
being of a public nature was attended by about 500 persons. The ad¬ 
dress given by the Grarid Chaplain, Brother E. J. Hopper of Wynyard, 
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Saskatchewan, was taken from the charge of the R. S. Supporter in 
the Initiatory Degree, and I can assure you was very fitting to the 
occasion. Brother Hopper, in spite of his 80 years of life, is still a 
very interesting speaker, and his words were listened to by all present 
with a great deal of respect and reverence. 

During the sessions I had the pleasure of addressing the Grand 
Lodge outlining the work being accomplished by the Jurisdiction of 
Alberta. I conveyed the greetings of the Grand Lodge of Alberta, also 
your own personal greetings and best wishes for the future, com¬ 
menting upon your slogan “Press on to Victory”!

Your 'Committee, elected to represent the Grand Lodge on the 
Board of Directors of Alberta Odd Fellows Temple, Limited, report 
as follows: 

On April 22nd, 1944, at the Twenty-sixth Annual Meeting of the 
Shareholders of the 'Company, all members of your Committee were 
elected to the Board of Directors, and the Grand Master was also 
elected in accordance with the wishes of the Grand Lodge as expressed 
at the 1933 Session. At the subsequent meeting of Directors, Officers 
of the Company were elected as follows:

The various Sub-committees were appointed and have fulfilled 
the duties assigned to them during the year. 

Auditor’s Report and Financial Statements of the Company, as 
at December 31st, 1944, are presented herewith for your information. 

As indicated by the Auditor, there has been a slight increase in 
revenue as compared with 1943, but operating costs have also increased, 
so that the operations have shown about the same result. 

No major repairs have been effected during the year. Rental 
space is nearly all fully occupied and the small turnover of tenants 
indicates that we are supplying satisfactory service to them. 

Alberta Savings Certificates held by the Company have all been 
cashed and we have continued the policy of investing any available 
funds in the several War Loans as they have been offered. Our 
investments in this type of security have been increased by $4,500.00. 

A change of ownership of the property on the north side of the 
building and the opening of a lane adjacent to the north wall presented 
an opportunity to cancel the party wall agreement which existed in 
respect to that wall, and the property is now entirely free of encum¬ 
brance of any kind. 

In order to clear up the situation which existed by the ownership 
by Grand Lodge of partly paid shares, which shares were liable to call 
for the unpaid balances, arrangements were completed with the 
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Executive Committee of the Grand Lodge whereby it was possible to 
issue fully paid shares to replace the partly paid certificates. This 
transaction was completed in accordance with the advice of our 
solicitor, Mr. Alex Hannah, KJC. This change is reflected in the 
accounts of both the Temple Company and the Grand Lodge.

AUDITOR’S REPORT 

January 20th, 1945. 

To the Shareholders, 

Alberta Odd Fellows Temple, Limited. 

I have examined the books of your Company for the 12 months 
ended December 31st, 1944, and have pleasure in submitting herewith 
the usual Financial Statements. 

The Balances in the Bank Accounts were verified by me and 
certified to me by the Manager of the Imperial IBank, Calgary. 

The Accounts Receivable are slightly higher than last year, and 
appear to me to be in order. It was not considered necessary to increase 
the Reserve for Bad Debts. 

I attended at the Imperial Bank, Calgary, in company with your 
Manager, and examined the Investments held, and found same to be 
in order. 

The Profit and Loss Account shows a net loss of $200.08, after 
making due allowance for Depreciation. There is an increase of some 
$300.00 in the Revenue received from rents, but this is more than 
offset by an increase in (Operating Expense, principally due to increases 
in the wages paid for Janitor and Elevator service. It would appear 
that every effort has been made to operate the building economically. 

Subject to the foregoing remarks, I am of the opinion that the 
attached Balance Sheet and accompanying Statements are properly 
drawn up so as to exhibit a true and correct view of the financial 
position of the Company as at December 31st, 1944, according to the 
best of my information and the explanations given to me, and as shown 
by the books. I have obtained all information and explanations I 
have required.

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Report of Special Committee Re Funeral Benefits 

To the Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F. 

Dear Sirs and Brothers: 

We, your Special Committee, to whom was referred the Notice 
of Motion originally presented by this Committee, regarding the 
creation of a Funeral Benefit and Expense Fund, beg to report that 
we have given the matter our most carefull consideration, and desire 
to submit the following recommendation. 

That the following be substituted for the notice of Motion 
above referred to: 

That the Constitution for Subordinate Lodges be amended, by 
adding thereto a new section, numbered 114, under the caption “Funeral 
Benefit and Expense Fund”, and reading as follows: 

“The Grand Lodge shall establish a Fund, to be known as the 
‘Funeral Benefit and Expense Fund’, for the purpose of providing 
for the payment of Funeral Benefits and Funeral Expenses of and for 
all qualified brothers of this Grand Jurisdiction.” 

“Upon the decease of a member of a subordinate lodge under the 
jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, who, at the time of the beginning 
of the sickness or accident which resulted in his death, was a member 
in good standing in a subordinate lodge, which subordinate lodge is in 
good standing in the Grand Lodge, insofar as payments to the Funeral 
Benefit and Expense Fund is concerned, the subordinate lodge shall 
suitably advise the Grand Secretary of the death, such advice to be 
signed by the Noble Grand and Recording (Secretary and over the seal 
of the lodge. Upon the receipt of such advice, and any other informa¬ 
tion which the Grand Secretary may deem essential, the Grand Secre¬ 
tary shall forward to the subordinate lodge in which the deceased 
brother held membership, the sum of $75.00, to be used by them either 
as a Funeral Benefit or as a Funeral Expense.” 

“The Grand Lodge shall derive revenue for the ‘Funeral Benefit 
and Expense Fund’ from a tax to be paid by each of its subordinate 
lodges, on a per capita basis, such tax to be computed by the Grand 
Secretary from the last list of unsuspended beneficial members, less 
the amount to the credit of this Fund as shown on the books of the 
Grand Lodge, and based on the number of deaths as reported in the 
preceding semi-annual reports, plus 5 percent to cover the operational 
cost of administration. This tax shall be paid semi-annually, to the 
Grand Lodge, in the same manner and at the same time as the regular 
General Fund per capita tax.” 

“Each subordinate lodge must submit a roster showing the names 
of the members for whom they are remitting, and no payment will be 
made by the Grand Lodge on account of the death of any member 
whose name does not appear on the roster of the subordinate lodge. 
A subordinate lodge will furnish a new roster on the request of the 
Grand Secretary.” 

“Payments from this Fund shall be made only in accordance 
with the conditions and restrictions as set forth in sections 55 and 56 
of the 'Code of General Laws.”

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Report of Committee on Post-War Rehabilitation 


The Committee on Post-War and Rehabilitation Work appointed 
under authority of Report No. 16 of the 1944 Session of Grand Lodge, 
beg to report as follows: 

1. After consideration of the problems, it was decided to circularize all 
branches of the Order in Alberta to secure suggestions. 

2. Authority was sought from the proper Officers and permission 
granted to send circulars to each Subordinate Body and many 
have responded with following results: 

A. Practically all Lodges replied that they would support the 
Committee in any action they recommended or undertook. 

B. A number of Lodges expressed the desire to work through 
local Rehabilitation or Reconstruction Committees of the 
Legion or Community. 

C. Other Lodges submitted suggestions for I.O.O.F. action. 

3. Your Committee has considered the responses and wish to express 
gratification of the interest and support of our membership in 
this problem. 

Your Committee would suggest that there is field for both the 
Legion and for Organizations such as ours. The Canadian Legion be¬ 
cause of its Local, Provincial and National Organization is in the 
better position to advise and protect the individual in securing a favor¬ 
able interpretation of the individual’s rights or privileges and in 
following the matter through Official channels. There is, however, 
another field involving personal matters and assistance which can¬ 
not come within the scope of Government regulations, and it is in this 
area that we can function. 

The Committee has surveyed the suggestions and have decided to 
publish brief extracts submitted by the Lodges, but omitting duplica¬ 
tions and also names of Lodges submitting the suggestions. 

Your Committee have also taken the liberty of dividing the sug¬ 
gestions into two classes, viz; General and Specific. 

Under the General suggestions are matters which may be listed 
as involving Political action and, therefore, not a proper subject for 
discussion in the Lodges of our Grder, but are reproduced for the in¬ 
formation of those who wish to consider them as citizens. 

Specific suggestions are those in the opinion of the Committee 
worthy of consideration and action. 
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Your Committee recommend: 

1. That this report be considered by the Grand Bodies of this Juris¬ 
diction. 

2. That the Grand Encampment and Rebekah Assembly advise Grand 
Lodge whether they wish to co-operate and the action they favor. 

31 That Grand Lodge makes a decision at this .Session, so that if action 
is decided on it can be made effective at once. 

4. That if action is taken involving a Committee, that the Committee 
consist of Representatives of participating Grand Bodies. 

5. That whatever funds may he required for approved action be 
raised by voluntary action by the Lodge or individual and not by 
assessment of the individual members.

GENERAL SUGGESTIONS 

That all soldiers be A1 when discharged or if not to be given 
a suitable pension. 

That the permanent disability pension of $900.00 per year, is in¬ 
sufficient to keep up self respect and a decent living. 

That any later diseases, disabilities or breakdown, which can be 
traced to have been a result of the war, should be treated free and 
pensionable. 

That text books and tuition in universities, technical or vocational 
schools be supplied free. 

That good farms be provided for those wishing farms, near 
markets or main market roads. 

Pensions to dependents be sufficient to provide a reasonable 
standard of living. 

That all of the people over sixty (60) who have taken war jobs 
be given pensions to make jobs for soldiers. 

That issues of bonds be continued after the war for rehabilitation 
purposes. 

That the serviceman’s widow be given a chance to rebuild her life 
by receiving free tuition and text books in universities, technical or 
vocational schools or, by home establishment grants. 

That dependent widowed mothers and servicemen’s widows and 
children be granted free medical service. 

Interest free loans to be provided for servicemen. 
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That service personnel who have no idea what they wish to do, 
be given aptitude tests to determine some work in which they may 
be successful. 

No interest be charged on money loaned to ex-servicemen. 

Land be bought in the better districts, rather than buying land 
that would take them several years to clear. 

Soldiers be given power machinery instead of horses. Most of 
these boys have left modern equipped farms—and it isn’t right we 
should expect them to come back to horse farming. 

Money should be given them to start up a business other than 
farming. 

We would like to suggest that we submit a petition to the Govern¬ 
ment asking that the ‘Zombies’ be forced to remain in the service until 
the Active Forces have been discharged and have had the opportunity 
to become rehabilitated. 

We are also of the opinion that the Active Forces should be kept 
on the pay roll until they are satisfactorily established. 

That the lodge as a whole use its influence to bring pressure to 
bear on the Government to provide necessary provisions for rehabili¬ 
tation. 

We could and should endorse a system similar to the present 
plan, known as the Wartime Prices and Trade Act of course with 
amendments. We could suggest that no manufacturers; wholesaler 
or jobber, shall in any way discriminate in prices or supply against 
smaller firms by giving quantity prices. 

With respect to employees with such large firms no such firm 
should be allowed to keep an employee on apprenticeship wage over 
a given period, by transferring such employee from one department 
to another, or by giving such two or three days work per week, which 
has often been the practice to keep such employee from becoming 
permanent staff which consequently called for higher wages. 

A large firm should only be allowed to employ such number 
as would be permanently employed, by so doing the smaller firms 
would have a fair chance of supplying goods and services required. 

Another plan should be adopted with respect to mail order houses 
by imposing on them a tax in every city, town and municipality re¬ 
ceiving their catalogues, or to where they mail or ship goods. 

That the government equalize the loans between the farmers 
and persons starting up in business for themselves. 

We also suggest that the boys who may return safely from the 
hostilities this time stand closer together as a body than did their 
predecessors from the Great War of 1914-18. 

Another suggestion we would like to make would be that the men 
be selected as to their physical and mental status when offered em¬ 
ployment and not be forced to take laboring jobs in order to exist. 
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That a “Citizens Rehabilitation Committee” of five members be 
appointed in each Village and Town. 

That the “Rehabilitation Committee” contact every returned man 
and woman on arrival and ascertain their plans for the future and in¬ 
form them of the duties of the Committee in extending all the assist¬ 
ance they require in taking up any matter with the proper authorities. 

That we go on record as urging that the strongest possible pres¬ 
sure be brought to bear on the senior Government, that that Govern¬ 
ment bear all financial and medical responsibility in regards to all 
returned service men. 


SPECIAL SUGGESTIONS 

Local offices to be established in each town with voluntary help 
to assist ex-service personnel with their problems. 

Rebekah Lodges of each town could form reception committees 
to welcome the overseas brides of returning boys and help them to 
become established. 

The members might sponsor showers for such of these brides as 
are in need of them. 

We will be glad to co-operate with you to the best of our ability. 

In our opinion the Rebekah Assembly should turn over as a basis 
of a foundation for this purpose the funds of the dormant Home 
Furnishing Fund. 

The members should visit all those in hospital and incapacitated, 
taking small comforts each time and cheering them up. If they are 
in need of assistance they could take them into their homes and see 
that they have proper meals, etc., until such time as they are able 
to obtain work or go to their destinations, i.e. their homes or place 
of work. Also endeavor to raise a little money to distribute to those 
requiring it for fares, etc. If it is necessary for ex-service personnel 
to stop over in a town to make train connections they should be taken 
in to members’ homes and thus saved the expense of hotels and meals. 

Of course you could use money? We could contribute in a small 
way as we are a very small lodge but willing to do what we can. 

That each local Rebekah Lodge have a Special Committee to 
obtain the names of each and all ex-service personnel, both male and 
female, who return from the service on their discharge. 

That each local Rebekah 'Lodge have a special committee of three 
interview each member of the service who returns to their home town 
or district and obtain from he or she the desires of the returned person 
relative to re-establishment into civil life. 

That if the desire of any returned person is that of rehabilitation 
in the very town or district which is his or her home, that such com¬ 
mittee take action with a view to effecting such desire. 
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Each local lodge committee should already have a prepared list 
of positions open for returned veterans in all callings of life, so that 
positions may be available in each applicable instance. 

That we could assist ex-service personnel in our own town through 
the Canadian Legion. 

In some quarters the idea of a voluntary appeal to the entire 
membership was considered to have a better chance to succeed. One 
proposal was to have Grand Lodge provide a can or container for 
each member of all the lodges in the Jurisdiction and send sufficient 
to the lodges for their membership. The lodge in turn would see to it 
that the container was placed in the homes of the members. 

In final summation it would seem wise to recommend to the com¬ 
mittee that a careful study of the requirements be made, with a view 
to preparing a brief on the subject; then join forces with presently 
existing rehabilitation committees; and let us see to it that a scheme 
be offered filled with justice to all those who have fought, bled and 
died to preserve our way of life, and the right to continue as an 
institution. 

That at the next Grand Session a committee of two or three be 
set up who are conversant with the Federal Rehabilitation plans, to 
whom the Subordinate Lodges may direct brothers who require assist¬ 
ance in obtaining their just dues in rehabilitation; this committee to 
represent every Oddfellow service man returned. 

It is the opinion of this Lodge that a fund should be set up by 
Grand Lodge for the purpose of helping any Oddfellow who may need 
same during transition period, also that a committee be appointed to 
investigate each case and administer this fund, also help the boys find 
suitable positions. 

Each Lodge shall appoint a committee of not less than three 
members to look after all rehabilitation cases. 

That part of the Temple be set aside as a rest, recreation and 
meeting place, where returning members and others can rest or occupy 
their time before proceeding on their journey. 

That the committee work in conjunction with other organizations 
to prevent overlapping and to gain experience which may be useful 
to the order. 

That overseas members, on their return be given a free receipt 
for one year’s dues from the date of their return, cancelling all and 
any arrearages standing against them at that time. 

Some members who may have been suspended for N.'P.D. previous 
to going on active service, -be given the opportunity to re-affiliate with 
their lodge on payment of a quarter’s dues and that the period served 
O.HJM.S. be counted as continuous membership in the order when con¬ 
sidering eligibility for a veteran’s jewel. 

That a suitable public reception be tendered every returned 
man and woman. 
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That a “Rehabilitation Fund” be provided for the carrying out 
of the Committee’s functions, same to be raised in the same manner as 
the Red Cross and other War .Services Funds, and that permission be 
obtained from the proper authorities for the raising of such fund. 

That this Lodge is fully behind the committee on any social or 
moral matters. 

The Lodge asked me to tell you they favor all lodges being as¬ 
sessed $1.00, each term or each year. That motion was passed.

The Charter and Rituals of Cowley Lodge No. 20 were picked up 
by the Grand Master and delivered to the Grand Secretary’s office.

5. Executive Committee 

The Executive Committee met on April 21st, 1944, to consider a 
proposal made by Alberta Odd Fellows Temple Limited, re the Partly 
Paid Shares of that Company then held by the Grand Lodge. This 
proposal was accepted by the Executive Committee on behalf of the 
Grand Lodge and the result is now reflected in the Financial State¬ 
ments of both the Grand Lodge and the Temple Company.

6. Advisory Board

Minutes of meeting of the Board held on March 13th, 1943, were 
read and approved. 

The condition of Cornucopia Lodge No. 125 was discussed and it 
was moved by Bro. Arthur Young, P.G.M., G.R., seconded by Bro. A. 
C. Woodard, G.W., and carried: That the Grand Master be given power 
to compromise with Cornucopia Lodge No. 125 in the matter of Per 
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Capita and Home Fund Assessments owing to the Grand Lodge after 
he has visited and discussed with them their prospects and financial 
condition. 

The Grand Secretary reported that it had not been found possible 
to arrange for a joint meeting of the Grand Masters and Grand Secre¬ 
taries of the three Prairie Provinces. 

Moved by Bro. Chas. Fox, D.G.M., seconded by Bro. A. 'C. Woodard, 
G.W., and carried: That the suggested Inter-Province 'Conference be 
not further considered. 

The Grand Secretary reported that, acting upon the authority 
given at the last meeting, there had been purchased in 1943 Dominion 


of Canada Bonds as follows: 

For the Home Fund .$1,500.00 

For the Defunct Lodges Fund . 1,000.00 


Moved by Bro. A. C. Woodard, G.W., seconded by Bro. James 
Cousens, P.G.M., G.R., and carried: That the above purchases be 
approved and that the authority granted at the last meeting of this 
Board as to the purchase of future Dominion of Canada Bonds be 
continued. 

Moved by Bro. James Cousens, P.G.M., G.R., seconded by Bro. 
Chas. Fox, D.G.M., and carried: That the necessary authority is hereby 
given to provide the Royal Bank of Canada with such information as 
it may require to permit the said bank to accept the signatures of the 
Grand (Secretary, Bro. A. Wm. Northover, and Grand Treasurer, Bro. 
George Henderson, in all matters pertaining to the banking of the 
funds of this Grand Lodge. 

Arthur Young, P.G.M., G.R., reported on the conditions found at 
Bassano Lodge No. 59, and the apparent revival of that Lodge and the 
arrears of Per Capita and Home Fund Assessments amounting to 
$224.70 was considered. 

Moved by Bro. Arthur Young, P.G.M., G.R., seconded by Bro. Chas. 
Fox, D.G.M., and carried: That Bassano Lodge be advised that the 
Advisory Board suggests that these arrears be written off at the rate 
of $50.00 per year, provided Bassano Lodge No. 59 continues to pay 
its current Per Capita and Home Fund Assessments as it becomes due 
and also pay $10.00 per year in respect to the arrears. It to be under¬ 
stood that this suggestion is to be the basis for discussion between the 
Lodge and the Grand Master at his intended visit during his term 
of office. 

The Grand Secretary reported that the Namaka 'Community Club 
had now supplied the proof that it had completed the payments due 
to the Revelstoke Lumber Company, and have requested that we now 
complete the transfer of the property to them, as recommended at 
the meeting of this Board held on November 14th, 1942. 

Moved by Bro. Arthur Young, P.G.M., G.R., seconded by Bro. A. C. 
Woodard, G.W., and carried: That the proper officers of the Grand 
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Lodge be now authorized to complete the transfer of the hall at 
Namaka to the Namaka Community Club, they to pay any costs 
incurred in making this transfer. 

The condition of Mirror Lodge No. 131 was considered and it was 
left in the hands of the Grand Master to visit this Lodge and determine 
what action should be taken. 

Moved by Bro. Arthur Young, P.G.M., G.R., seconded by Bro. 
James Cousens, P.G.M., G.R., and carried: That this Advisory Board, 
recognizing the services that Bro. Northover has rendered to the 
Grand Lodge in the office of Grand Secretary, he is hereby authorized 
to attend the meetings of the Grand Secretaries’ and Grand Scribes’ 
Association, to be held in connection with the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
in the City of Toronto, in September, 1944, and that all expenses in¬ 
curred be defrayed from the General Fund of the Grand Lodge of 
Alberta, I.O.O.F., and that the proper officers seek the approval of the 
Finance Committee for this expenditure. 

There being no further business the meeting adjourned subject to 
the call of the Grand Master, Bro. Walter J. Huntingford. 

Note 1: The proposal re settlement of arrears of Bassano Lodge 
No. 59 was submitted to that Lodge and accepted by them.

One request for assistance was received during the year and the 
Trustees were canvassed by personal contact and by mail. As a result 
of the replies to this canvass the matter was referred to the Rebekah 
Assembly officers. 

The Home Fund has continued payments to two needy cases during 
the year at the following rates: 

One at $15.00 per month. 

One at $10.00 per month. 

The usual $10.00 grant to Ponoka Lodge No. 11 for the purchase 
of comforts for the inmates of the Mental Hospital was also made.

We, your (Special Committee, to whom was referred the Notice of 
Motion originally presented by this Committee, regarding the creation 
of a Funeral Benefit and Expense Thmd, beg to report that we have 
given the matter our most careful consideration and desire to submit 
the following recommendation: 

That the following be substituted for the Notice of Motion above 
referred to: 

That the Constitution for .Subordinate Lodges be amended by 
adding thereto a new section, numbered 114, under the caption “Funeral 
Benefit and Expense Fund”, and reading as follows: 

114. The Grand Lodge shall establish a Fund to be known as 
“Funeral Benefit and Expense Fund”, for the purpose of providing 
for the payment of Funeral Benefits and Funeral Expenses of and for 
all qualified Brothers of this Grand Jurisdiction. 

Upon the decease of a member of a Subordinate Lodge under the 
Jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, who, at the time of the beginning of 
the sickness or accident which resulted in his death, was a member in 
good standing in a Subordinate Lodge, which Subordinate Lodge is in 
good standing in the Grand Lodge, insofar as payments to the Funeral 
Benefit and Expense Fund is concerned, the Subordinate (Lodge shall 
suitably advise the Grand Secretary of the death, such advice to be 
signed by the Noble Grand and Recording Secretary and over the seal 
of the Lodge. Upon receipt of such advice, and any other information 
which the Grand Secretary may deem essential, the Grand Secretary 
shall forward to the Subordinate Lodge in which the deceased Brother 
held membership, the sum of $75.00, to be used by them either as a 
Funeral Benefit or as a Funeral Expense. 

The Grand Lodge shall derive revenue for the “Funeral Benefit 
and Expense Fund” from a tax to be paid by each of its Subordinate 
Lodges, on a per capita basis, such tax to be computed by the Grand 
Secretary from the last list of unsuspended beneficial members, less 
the amount to the credit of this fund as shown on the books of the 
Grand Lodge, and based on the number of deaths as reported in the 
preceding semi-annual report, plus 5% to cover the operational cost 
of administration. This tax shall be paid semi-annually to the Grand 
Lodge, in the same manner and at the same time as the regular General 
Fund per capita tax. 
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Each Subordinate Lodge must submit a roster showing the names 
of the members for whom they are remitting, and no payment will be 
made by the Grand Lodge on account of the death of any member 
whose name does not appear on the roster of the Subordinate Lodge.

16. GRAND SIRE’S PROMOTIONAL PROGRAM 

A check of the results of the issuance of the booklets under the 
program, shows that 200 books were sent to 20 Lodges. Of the 200 
persons receiving the books, 33 have been initiated into our Order. 

17. COMMITTEE ON RETURNS 

This Committee was appointed by the Grand Master, in accordance 
with the recommendation of Past Grand Master, Brother A. Young, 
in his report as Grand Master for 1943. Copies of Semi-Annual Report 
Forms were secured from a number of Jurisdictions, and the Committee 
also examined the Reports from our Subordinate Lodges for June 30, 
1944. As returns for the end of 1944 are incomplete at the date of this 
report, the 'Committee intends to delay reporting to the Grand Lodge 
until the date of the March Session. 
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18. SPECIAL GRAND LODGE SESSION 

The Advisory Board has authorized the holding of a Special Session 
on Wednesday, March 7th, 1944, for the purpose of conferring Degrees 
and receiving the report of Committee on Distribution. 

All Subordinate Lodges were circularized following the adoption 
of Resolution No. 17, Page 110, Journal of Proceedings, 1944, asking 
for information as to what Past Grands were available to receive Past 
Grand and Grand Lodge Degrees at Special Sessions. Only twelve 
Lodges replied to this request and no Special Session has been held 
under this authority. 


19. CONDITION OF THE LODGES 

Again we have to report that Lodges are very slow in submitting 
Semi-Annual Reports. Of 77 Lodges only 62 reported for June 30th, 
1944, and some of these were not received until October. As at the 
date of writing this Report, February 10th, only 45 Lodges have sent 
in Reports for December, 1944. Membership has, therefore, had to 
be assumed as to be unchanged in making up Membership Abstracts 
with respect to the other 32 Lodges. This is eight more than at the 
same times last year. 

Of the four Lodges reported as “dormant” in our last year’s 
report, the 'Charters of No. 20 and No. 131 have been reclaimed. No. 
36 is still “dormant” and No. 23 has reorganized and shows an increase 
in membership. Lodges No. 90, No.125 and No. 148 have, however, 
become delinquent and should receive immediate attention. 

Except for the delay in making Semi-Annual Reports, there has 
been excellent co-operation from the Lodges during the year, and our 
thanks are expressed to the Recording Secretaries for this assistance. 


20. PAST GRAND’S CERTIFICATES 

When attending the Grand Scribes’ and Grand Secretaries’ Associ¬ 
ation in Toronto, I discovered that the Grand Lodge of Ontario had 
recently designed a 'Certificate for Past Grands which could be issued 
by the Subordinate Lodges to their Officers when they had passed 
through the 'Chairs. I had previously recognized the lack of some 
such recognition in this Jurisdiction and secured a copy of this 
Certificate from the Grand Secretary at Ontario, and it will be at the 
Grand Secretary’s desk at our March Session. I have also secured 
prices for printing a similar 'Certificate for Alberta. The price is 
quite reasonable and I would recommend that 1,060 of these be printed 
and supplied to the Subordinate Lodges without cost, upon their for¬ 
warding the names of those entitled to receive them to the office of the 
Grand Secretary.

To the Grand Master, Officers and Members 

of the Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F. 

I have made an examination of the books of your Grand Secretary 
and Grand Treasurer for the year ended December 31st', 1944, and 
submit herewith the following statements:— 

Balance Sheet as at December 31st, 1944, showing the position of 
the several funds of your Grand Lodge, 

Statement of Income and Expenditure Accounts for the General 
Eund and Home Fund Trustees, together with the 
Surplus Account of each fund as at December 31st, 1944, 
Statement of 'Cash Receipts and Disbursements of the General 
Fund for the year. 

The balance on hand as shown in the several Bank Accounts has 
been verified by me and certified to me by the Manager of the Royal 
Bank. 

Investments: In company with your Grand Secretary, I attended 
at the Royal Bank and examined the bonds held by the Home Fund 
Trustees and also Defunct Lodge Funds and found same to be in order. 
During the year, Province of Alberta Savings Certificates in the Home 
Fund to the value of $1,000.00 were redeemed, and these have been 
replaced by $1,000.00 Dominion of Canada Bonds and a further invest¬ 
ment of another $500.00 was made. 

The liability heretofore shown against the shares in the Alberta 
Odd Fellows Temple Limited has now been adjusted by charging up the 
interest due on advances made by the Grand Lodge and writing off the 
balance so that the shares now shown as held in the several funds are 
fully paid and non-assessable. 

The Income and Expenditure Account for the year shows an 
excess of revenue of $521.80. There is an increase of some $1,200.00 
in the per capita tax and also an increase in the profit on the supplies 
sold. The expenditure is increased by some $1,900.00 which is ex¬ 
plained by the payment this year of the mileage and per diem expenses 
to the members attending Grand Lodge; also the sum of $191.75 paid 
in connection with the trip of the Grand Secretary to the Grand 
Secretaries Association. The Grand Representative’s tax is also paid 
this year, and there is an increase of some $200.00 in the Grand Lodge 
Expenses. This is largely accounted for in the Expense for Printing. 

Subject to the foregoing remarks, I certify that the attached Balance 
Sheet and accompanying Statements are properly drawn up so as to 
exhibit a true and correct view of the financial position of Grand Lodge 
as at December 31st, 1944, according to the best of my information 
and the explanations given to me and as shown by the books of your 
Grand Secretary. I have obtained all information and explanations 
I have required.

It will be noted that Revenue from both Per Capita Tax and Profit 
on Sale of Supplies exceeded our estimates. 

One item of expenditure is over-expended (printing Journal) in 
the amount of $82.12, and there are two small over-expenditures which 
were unavoidable. 

The item of Expense of Grand Secretary to Grand Secretaries’ and 

1 Grand Scribes’ Association was authorized by the Advisory Board, as 
appears in the Minutes of their meeting and the approval of the 
Finance Committee was obtained for this expenditure. 


29. FINANCES 

The Finance Committee has met regularly each three months, as 
required by Standing Resolution No. 13, and has kept in touch with the 
financial standing of the fund, also approved of any over-expenditures 
which were found necessary. 

The General Fund is now in good financial condition and shows a 
surplus on operations of $521.80. This should be offset against $95.20 
written off of old accounts. 
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Lodge balances owing previous to the charging of December, 1944, 
Per 'Capita, are about $160.00 less than last year, but there are four 
lodges where it will be necessary to write off accounts in the near future. 

The Home Fund and Defunct Lodges Fund are in good condition. 

30. FRATERNAL PRESS 

Copies of The Alberta Odd Fellow have been received each month 
in the Grand Secretary’s office, and our thanks are extended to our 
Fraternal Journal. 

31. CONCLUSION 

We are again able to report an increase in membership, this for 
the second consecutive year. This is most gratifying. Let the good 
work continue. 

We wish to acknowledge the assistance of the Grand Lodge officers, 
members of committees, and the officers and members of all the Lodges, 
all of whom have co-operated with the Grand Secretary’s office, in 
carrying on the work of our Order during the past year. 

To Miss Hoffman for her assistance, especially during the periods 
when this office is rushed with work and during the Grand Secretary’s 
absence at Toronto, we extend our appreciation and thanks. 

We also wish to thank the Advisory Board and Finance Committee 
for making it possible to attend the Sovereign Grand Lodge and Grand 
Secretaries’ and Grand Scribes’ Association meetings at Toronto. 
From these meetings many ideas and contacts were made which we 
believe will be of value to this Jurisdiction in the future. Particularly 
it was observed at the 'Grand Secretaries’ meetings, that many of the 
problems which we meet in Alberta are not peculiar to this Jurisdiction. 
Methods of meeting these situations were freely discussed and many 
lessons were learnt. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Grand Lodge for their confidence 
in electing me as Grand Secretary and for the opportunity of serving 
the Order and the Jurisdiction in that office during the past year.

THURSDAY, MARCH 8th, 1945 
Morning Session 

The Grand Lodge of Alberta, Independent Order of Odd Fellows, 
opened its Fortieth Annual Session at 9:00' a.m., on Thursday, March 
8th, 1945, in the Odd Fellows’ Temple, located at the corner of Centre 
Street and Sixth Avenue, in the City of Calgary.

Heavenly Father, we remember those who have ‘passed on’ from 
us to the Greater Lodge above; we thank Thee for their loyalty to 
duty, their power of self-surrender, and for the discipline by 
which Thou didst make them fit for their service in the cause of 
humanity.

There is still a large amount of arreas of dues owing to the Lodges; 
these should receive more vigorous action by the Lodges in order to 
collect them and thus improve the Lodges’ cash position. 

Auditor’s Report—Pages 68 to 73, Section 25. 

This report is prepared and submitted by Mr. Wm. Ireland, C.A., 
whose appointment as Auditor was made by the Grand Lodge at its last 
Session. He submits the usual statements and balance sheets and 
reports that he has verified the various cash, bank and security balances. 

General Fund revenues are $4,912.82 as against estimates of 
$4,446.20. 

Expenditures are $4,324.02 against estimates of $4,445.34, and 
the General Fund shows a surplus on operation of $521.80, and some 
$95.20 has been written off Per Capita accounts. 
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The Home Fund shows a surplus for the year of $531.06. 

The Defunct Lodges Fund is increased by $163.13. 

All Alberta Government Savings Certificates have now been cashed 
and the proceeds invested in Dominion of Canada War Loans. 

Auditor’s Report—Page 74, Section 26, Balance owing by Lodges. 

This statement shows the continued reduction in these balances 


as will be noted by following comparison:

Auditor’s Report—Pages 75 and 78, Section 27, Securities. 

In this Section is listed all the Securities held by the Grand Lodge 
for its various Funds, showing dates of Maturity, Rates of Interest, 
Book Values and Accrued Interest. 

Auditor’s Report—Pages 76 to 77, Section 28, Comparison of Revenue 
and Expenditures with Estimates. 

With the exception of the cost of printing Journal of Proceedings 
all Expenditures were kept within reasonable limits of the estimates, 
and in some instances considerably below. The printing of Journal 
was not possible to reduce as the cost is based upon the number of 
pages in the Journal. 

The item of Expenses of the Grand Secretary to the Grand Scribes’ 
and Grand Secretaries’ Ascciation was not provided in the estimates, 
hut was authorized by the Advisory Board and concurred in by your 
Finance Committee. 

Report of Grand Treasurer—Pages 79 to 83. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer gives an itemized statement 
of all cheques issued and the amounts received from the Grand Secre¬ 
tary for the several Funds. These are in agreement with the Auditor’s 
Reports and the Bank balances are reconciled with the Ledger balances 
of each account.

Your Committee again recommends that- Mr. Wm. Ireland. C.A., 
be appointed Auditor of the various Funds and at the same fee of $75.00 
for the year 1945. This fee to be paid two-thirds by the General Fund 
and one-third by the Home Fund.

WALTER J. HUNTINGFORD, G.M., P.G.P., P.G.R. 
Died January 22nd, 1945. 
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IN MEMORIAM 

We, your 'Committee on Necrology, to whom was re¬ 
ferred the several letters re the death of Grand Master 
Walter J. Huntingford, would like to report as follows: 

Oddfellowship and society in general has lost a faithful 
and sympathetic friend in the passing of Brother W. J. 
Huntingford, and this Grand Lodge has lost a faithful 
servant. 

Brother Walter J. Huntingford joined the Order at 
Biggar, Saskatchewan, on August 15th, 1912. He trans¬ 
ferred his membership to Meridian Lodge No. 62 at Lloyd- 
minster, Alberta, in 1914, and later transferred to Wain- 
wright No. 45. 

He became a member of the Grand Lodge of Alberta in 
1922, and was appointed Grand Herald in the same year. 
He was elected Grand Warden of the Grand Lodge of 
Alberta in 1942, Deputy Grand Master in 1943 and Grand 
Master in 1944. 

He became a member of the Rebekah Degree in Twin 
City Lodge No. 42 in Loydminster in 1914 and transferred 
his membership to Adeline Rebekah Lodge No. 54, Wain- 
wright, in 1920. 

He became a member of the Encampment Degree on 
February 15th, 1914, in the City of Edmonton, transferring 
his membership to Umisk Encampment No 4 at Wainwright 
in March, 1928, and was the first Chief Patriarch of that 
Encampment. He was installed Grand Patriarch of the 
Grand Encampment of Alberta in February, 1933, and in 
March, 1934, was elected Grand Representative to the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

He became a member of Edmonton Canton No. 1 in 
July, 1915, and attained the rank of Colonel in that branch 
of the Order in 1936. 

We was appointed Grand Guardian of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge at Des Moines, Iowa, in 1941. 

He lived an active and useful live and passed to his 
Final Reward on January 22nd, 1945. Walter, as he was 
familiarly known, was a kind and faithful friend, active 
in every branch of our Order ready at all times to give 
advice and assistance, firm in his convictions, but tolerant 
with those whose opinions differed from his. 

He devoted much of his time and means for the benefit 
of Oddfellowship, attended many Sessions of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge as well as Sessions of our Sister Jurisdictions, 
where he became well known and was held in high esteem 
as shown by the letters received from every Canadian 
Grand Jurisdiction as well as from the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge. 

We will miss him in our Sessions, but we will cherish 
a lively recollection of his virtues. 

“Thus pass away the men of might, 

Whose noiseless footprints stamped the age; 

Their thoughts that filled the earth with light, 

Still glow and blaze on memory’s page”. 
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IN MEMORIAM 

Brother Charles Emery Noble, P.G.M., P.G.R., was 
born near Owen Sound, Grey Countey, Ontario, on January 
29th, 1873. Here his boyhood days were spent and he was 
apprenticed to a Contracting- and Building firm and com¬ 
pleted his apprenticeship. 

He was married on April 7th, 1897, to iMary Tryphena 
Seair of Drayton, Ontario, to whom two sons were born. 

Later in 1897 he moved into Western Canada, settling 
at Medicine Hat. and engaged in his business of building 
and construction. Amongst the many projects which he 
undertook was the construction of the railroad from Dun- 
more Junction, through Lethbridge and into the Crows 
Nest Pass. 

In 1908 he moved into the Consort District of Alberta, 
and was enaged in the raising of thoroughbred cattle and 
extensive wheat farming until his retirement in the early 
1930s. 

He was initiated into the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows in Castor Lodge No. 55, on February 8th, 1910, 
at the date of the Institution of that Lodge. On October 
13th, 1914, his name appears as a Charter Member of 
Consort Lodge No. 119, and he became the first Noble 
Grand of that Lodge and its first Representative to the 
Grand Lodge of Alberta. 

After filling Appointed Offices in the Grand Lodge he 
was elected Grand Warden in 1918. Deputy Grand Master 
in 1919, and Grand Master in 1920, and Grand Represen¬ 
tative in 1921. He was unable, through sickness, to attend 
the 1921 Session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge but in 1933 
he was elected to fill a vacancy in the office of Grand 
Representative and took his seat in Sovereign Grand Lodge 
in September of that year. 

Brother Noble became a member of Eureka Ehcamp- 
ment on December 13th, 1919, and of Mizpah Rebekah 
Lodge No. 53 at the institution of that Lodge on July 
28th, 1916, and retained these memberships until his 
death. 

He died 1 on December 8th, 1944, at the age of 71, in 
the City of Edmonton, from a heart attack after several 
years of indifferent health. Funeral services- were held 
in Edmonton on December 10th, conducted by the Northern 
Alberta Oddfellows’ Association, -and burial was in the 
family plot at Consort on December 11th. 

Brother “Charley” was a true and faithful Oddfellow 
and he made and retained a host of friends both within 
and outside the Order.

I have 
been instructed to write our Grand Lodge and find out what 
can be done about this matter and, if they cannot be put on 
the non-paying, non-beneficial basis, if we can pass a by-law 
enabling us to do so. A great number of these older members, 
during the depression years, paid off mortgages on our hall 
besides their regular fees and dues, which was, you might 
say, a donation which kept the Lodge going and, the Lodge 
feels as a whole, that these members have done their bit. 
Hoping this questiorf is put so you can understand it.” 

Our Answer is: “A (Brother over 60 years of age can transfer to 
non-contributing membership only by a full compliance with 
the provisions of Section 85D of the Constitution for Subord¬ 
inate Lodges.”

Section 7—Article XI. 

Hereby is created in this Rebekah Assembly Jurisdiction a Rebekah 
Jurisdictional Lodge, which shall be under the direct supervision and 
■direction of the officers of the Rebekah Assembly. Into such Rebekah 
Assembly Jurisdictional Lodge the members of all defunct Lodges may 
he transferred upon a Lodge beeoming defunct or the charter recalled 
or surrendered and effects taken over by Grand Lodge. Any member 
•of a Rebekah ’Lodge which has become defunct or whose charter has 
been surrendered or recalled shall have the right to apply for and re¬ 
ceive from the Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F., a 
defunct Lodge certificate and file the same with the said Rebekah 
Assembly Jurisdictional Lodge; and by so doing he or she shall have 
all the rights and privileges of a Rebekah Lodge and the right to vote, 
and such other limitations as the Rebekah Assembly may prescribe. 

The officers of such Rebekah Assembly Jurisdictional Lodge shall 
have the authority to receive applications for Withdrawal Cards or 
Transfer Certificates and to grant and issue the same as Rebekah 
Lodges do under the present laws of the Order and the member shall 
have the right to join any activ Lodge under the same condition as any 
other members unprevailing laws of the Order. 

All members of a Rebekah Assembly Jurisdictional Lodge, except 
those placed on the non-contributing roll, shall pay such dues and fees 
as shall be prescribed by Rebekah Assembly and the Secretary of such 
Rebekah Assembly Jurisdictional Lodge shall issue a receipt for the 
amount so paid. 

The Assembly Secretary shall be ex-officio Secretary of such 
Rebekah Assembly Jurisdictional Lodge and as such shall keep an 
accurate account of all monies received and shall make an annual 
report to the Rehekh Asemhly; and said money so received shall be 
subject to disposition by Rebekah Assembly. The Assembly Treasurer 
shall be ex-officio Treasurer of such Rebekah Assembly Jurisdictional 
Lodge and shall make annual reports to the Rebekah Assembly. The 
duties of the officers shall be the same duties as prescribed for Rebekah 
Lodge officers of a Rebekah Lodge. 

We find it to be in order and recommend it he approved.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON REHABILITATION 

We regret that the time allotted to us has been altogether too 
short to permit of a full and complete investigation of this important 
question. 

We have perused the Government’s “set-up” covering the subject 
referred to your Special Committee and would suggest that this Grand 
Body give consideration to the fraternal element associated with the 
return to civil life of the members of our Order who may be discharged 
from the armed forces, and that: 

1. This Grand Lodge acquiesce in the formation of a Central 
Committee to whom would be delegated the necessary authority and 
power to act on behalf of this Grand Lodge. 

2. This Grand Lodge requests each and every Subordinate Lodge 
in this jurisdiction to immediately form a similar Committee, whose 
duty it would be to act for and in behalf of the members of our Order 
returning from any branch of the active forces, and to assist these 
members in re-establishment to civil life. That the Committees so

5. The maximum amount to be granted to any one member to 
be $250.00, and the maximum to the members of any one Lodge to be 
$500.00. That the circumstances prevailing when any request for 
assistance is made shall be used as the basis upon which the Committee 
shall determine to what extent assistance shall be granted. 

6. When a request is received it shall be acted upon without delay, 
as the basic thought in establishing this Fund and Organization is to 
meet emergency cases.
